worker.

SEALED IN BLOOD.

| MEXICO CITY, Nov. 28.— Blood 
and family ties did not avail to halt

Caballero had his 
cousin brought from the prison and 
stood in front of a firing squad of 
revolutionists, who shot hilm down be- 
fore his mother’s eyes. 

Details of the capture of Victoria, 
which occurred a week ago, reached 
Mexico City today. Gen. Antonio Ra- 
bago, the Federal commander at Vic- 
toria, on evacuating the city, pro- 
ceeded with his troops to the south- 
west In the expectation of making 4 
connection with the Federal column 
commanded by Gen. Rubio Navarrete, 
who was trying to go to the assistance 
of the garrison of Victoria.

FINEST CELERY EVER. 
Manager of the Westminster Grow- 
ers’ Association Says This Will Be 
a Banner Year. . 
SANTA ANA, Nov, 28.—In the rich 

lowlands of Orange country are 1400 

acres of the finest celery ever grown 

in the State. While a few cars have 
been shipped by the California Vege- 
table Union, the Orange County Celery 

Growers’ Association will not get into 

regular shipments until about Decem- 

ber 6. After that until March the 
product will go out in carload lots 
every day that weather permits. 
'“The celery this year is the finest 

I ever saw,” said G. W. Moore of 

Westminster, manager of the grow- 

ers’ association. ‘“‘November has been 

an ideal month for the development 
of the vegetable. Celery wants a cool, 
moist November, and that is what we 
have had.” 

Prices now run from 17.5 cents to 

25 cents a dozen bunches. That is a 

good price for the opening of the/ 

season while there is still some east- 
ern celery on the, eastern market. 

Growers have reason believe that 

they are going to make some good 

money this year, though it is net like- 
ly that such record prices as 60-and 

65 cents per dozen bunches, as pre- 

valiled two years ago, will be secured 

this vear. The crop will bring in 
probably $250,000 to $300,000 this 
year. It takes three acres of land to 
produce two carloads of celery.

ing Christmas parcels to eastern 
friends should mail them early. Par- 
cels for the Atlantic Coast should be 
sent not later than December 16. 
They should be securely packed and 
wrapped, and if they contain fragile 
matter they should so indorsed. 
Packages containing calendars, books, 
etc., must not contain merchandise, 
as the rate of postage is higher on 
books than on merchandise, and mixed 
parcels must be paid for at the high- 
est rate. 

Parcels should have the full return 
address of the sender, preceded by the 
word “from,” noted thereon, as well 
as the complete address of the ad- 
dressee. Unless this return card is 
on the parcel it cannot be accepted 
for mailing. Parcels should be pre- 
sented at the postoffice window for 
dispatch, not dropped into the street 
package boxes. 

The weight limit on merchandise is 
eleven pounds, except in the first and 
second zones, where it is twenty 
pounds, this being within 150 miles of 
Los Angeles. The weight limit on 
books and printed matter is four 
pounds. Parcels are insured against 
loas and rifling, insurance having been 
substituted for registration. 

Parcels of merchandise cannot be 
registered unless sealed and prepaid 
at the first-class rate. Patrons may 
write on the package, without chang- 
ing its classification, the words, “Merry 
Christmas,” “Please do not open un- 
til Christmas,” “With best wishes,’ 
etc., so long as such wording does 
not interfere with the address. 

Labels or stickers resembling stamps 
cannot be placed on the face of a par- 
cel or letter, but may be placed on the

COUNTY DISSATISFIED. 


Say that as There Are More Ma- 
chines Here Than in Any Other 
County They Will Pay a Dispropor- 
tionate Amount to Help Good 
Roads Elsewhere. 3 


Motorists throughout Los Angeles: 
county may begin a test case in the 
courts to determine the legality of 
the new State automobile law which 
goes into effect at midnight on De- 
cember 31. The Automobile Club of 
Southern California is also sending out 


joining in a suit. : 

One of the chief objections made to 
the new law is that it will place a 
great burden of taxation on motor ve- 
hicles and their drivers here. There 
are more machines in this county than 
In any other part of the State and 
those in favor of testing the law say 
it will be unfair to make Los Angeles 
motorists pay an undue amount to- 
ward the making of good roads in 
other counties. This county has the 
best highways in the State, and the 


mented by the Supervisors, who have 
exerted every effort to maintain the 
roads in good condition. 

On the other hand it is urged by 
the officials that the act cortains some 
excellent features, among them being 
that no intoxicated person shall drive 
a motor vehicle; that ne one can 
drive without the consent of the own- 
er (joy-riding;) and that persons 
must regulate their speel to conform 
with traffic, road conditions, etc., and 
must not go faster than thirty miles 
an hour. 

Deputy County Counsel Haas said 

yesterday that he wishes to preserve 
a neutral position in the matter so 
far as is consistent with his office. 
He has been called up *y many coun- 
try justices of the peace and con- 
stables to learn how they shall en- 
force the law, which has forty-seven 
separate provisions. There is, for 
example, a provision which makes it 
a felony to take a vehicle valued at 
more than $300 and a misdemeanor 
to take one valued at less than that 
sum. 
Many of the county officers believe 
that a friendly suit will be a good 
thing in order to settle the validity 
of many of the provisions, which law- 
yers say will cause considcrable con- 
fusion, as the country mxugistrates and 
their deputies who subsist upon fees 
may go after the luckless motorists 
for violating one or more of the forty- 
seven clauses. 


FLORIDA ORANGE RIVALRY.

WATER RATES ASCENDING. 


Pasadena Company Wants to In- 

crease Tariff to South Pasadena 

Consumers.—Short News Stories. 

SOUTH PASADENA, Nov. 28.—It 
will be startling news, especially to 
those west of Fremont avenue, to 
learn that Pasadena is about to raise 
the rate to water patrons of the Pagsa- 
dena system. 

Pasadena, through Commissioner 
Salisbury, will ask the South Pasa- 
dena Board of Trustees, when fixing 
water rates, to establish the same 
rates for water served by the Pasa- 
dena water department as is now 
charged in the Crown City. 

Pending the prospect that South 
Pasadena would purchase that part 
of the Pasadena water system used in 
serving South Pasadena, the question 
of rates has not been brought up, but 
now that South Pasadena seems 
pledged to have its water furnished 
by outside owners for an indefinite 
period, the matter will be brought to 
a head as soon as possible.

THE COMMON PEOPLE. 


The Use of the Phfase During Po- 

litical Campaigns Is a Harmless 

Sort of Deception for Selfish Ends. 

[Washington Post:] What has be- 
come of our dear old friends, “the 
common people?” Since the campaign 
of last Noveniber they seem to have 
disappeared from the face of the 
earth. It seems but yesterday that 
the air was rent with cries that some- 
thing, almost anything, must be done 
for the common people. The ‘Con- 
gressional Record was bursting with 
sympathy for the tribe. Now, how- 
ever, the praises of the common peo- 
ple are left unsung. 

If we are to lose the common peo- 
ple in this mysterious way life will 
be desolate, indeed. Wonderment as 
to just where the common people 
could be found, the stuff of which 
they were made, and their employ- 
ment and habits, always acted as a 
mental imulant. If we are 
now f 4 to admit that there 
are no common people and 
that the term was invented by 
politicians’'as a 
incense might be offered, it will leave 
us with a sense of irreparable loss. 

As a matter of fact there never was 
a greater piece of buncombe than the 
campaign for the common people. 
There is no class of people to which 
the term can be truthfully applied. 
If the word “common” is to be de- 
fined as meaning “inferior” or “low 
birth or origin,” it is an insult to the 
nation’s greatest principle—that all 
men are born free and equal. 

The same reformers who speak 
most frequently of the common peo- 
ple are accustomed to denounce the 
gunmen and toughs who infest the 
tenderloin in most of the large cities 
and who debauch the ballots. Yet 
these men are about the only ones 
who, with justi¢e, can be referred to 
as common. 

A large majority of the people of 
the United States are persons of mod- 
erate means, who live comfortably 
and in happiness, except In such times 
as reformers annoy them with their 
cries of anguish. Neither these per- 
sons of moderate means, nor the poor- 
er people, can be called common, ¢x- 
cept as the word applies to all man- 


kind. The common people are not a

ORIGIN OF LIFE 
DISCOVERED. 


Scientists Find It to Be in 
Chlorophyll. 


And Other Blue-Green Col- 
ored Matter. 


Light Rays Make Them Be- 
come Organic. 


[New York Times:] The year 19123 
Promises to be notable for the an- 
nouncement that the origin of life 
in lifeless matter has been discovered. 
In the proceedings of the Royal So- 
clety dated October 16, the paper by 
Prof. Benjamin Moore and his col- 
league, Dr. T. A. Webster of the Uni- 
versity College, Liverpool, on “Syn- 
thesis by Sunlight in Relationship to 
the Origin of Life,” records the ar- 
tificial conversion into chemical en- 
ergy of inorganic matter similar to 
the “synthesis of organic from inor- 
ganic substances in the green plant 
by the agency of chlorophyll.” This 
process begun, all the complex forms 
of life may follow naturally. These 
eminent investigators conclude that 
the process of originating life is al- 
ways taking place on this planet, 
that it brings about fresh evolutions 
of more complex organic substances, 
and “must occur on any planet’ that 
contains the necessary inorganic ele- 
ments and is exposed to sunlight in 
a suitable environment. 

It is the thing that philosophers 
and scientists have been speculating 
about for thousands of years. Many 
theories have been propounded as to 
how life first visited this planet, but 
all have been successively rejected or 
disputed. Sir William Thomson, in 
his presidential address before the 
British Association in 1871, started a 
controversy by asserting his belief 


that meteorite from another star

to earth. But the fatal objection: 
was made that to travel from the 
nearest stellar system the meteorite 
would take some 60,000,000 years, 
during which life must be maintained 
on its indurated surface and must 
survive the glowing heat resulting 
from its impact upon our atmosphere 
and earth. The theory that life may 
exist in “star dust,” put forth by 
Richter in 18665 and elaborated by 
Cohn in 1872, this dust falling slowly 
to the earth without being heated, 
was adopted by Arrheniua, who be- 
lieved that the luminous and other 
radiations through the ether could 
transport the living germs from the 
nearest stellar system in 9000 years, 
and from Mars in only twenty days. 
As Prof. Schaefer pointed out before 
the British Association tn 1912, such 
theories do not solve the question. 
They merely banish its investigation 
to some “conveniently inaccessible 
corner of the untverse.” But even 
Prof. Schaefer could not conceive the 
actual detection of the transforming 
process from non-living Into living 
material. Whether life originated in 
the depths of the sea or on the sur- 
face of the land, no geologist could 
trace its beginnings, and, were it still 
becoming evolved, he thought it 
would be “almost as impossible for 
the microscopist to follow its evolu- 
tion.” He concluded: 

“We are therefore not likely to ob- 
tain direct evidence regarding such a 
transformation of non-living into liv- 
ing matter in nature, even t is 
occurring under our eyes.”, 

Now comes Prof. Moore and says 
that the impossible has become pos- 
sible. Prof. Moore agrees with Prof. 
Schaefer that, in considerir; the 
origin of life in a world ‘co ing 
inorganic matter only, the first living 
structure must be simpler by many 
degrees than any form that has been 
observed in nature. No living  or- 
ganism now known could live in such 
a world which did not possess the 
power of transforming energy and of 
constructing organic from inorganic 
matter. But a substance acting as a 
transformer of light energy accom- 
panying the creation of organic from 
the tnorganic now exists in chlor- 
ophyll, the green coloring matter of 
plants, and in other blue-green mat- 
ters of allied nature. 
are highly organized and complex. 
They could not account for the first 
stage at the dawning of life in a 
hitherto sterile world. But the Ger- 
man investigator Baeyer in 1870 
suggested that the initial stage by 
which the green plant became. or- 
ganic consisted in a reaction of car- 
bon dioxide and water. This produced 
formaldehyde and oxygen, the energy 
for the reaction being supplied from 


vibrations of light.

Pomona Business Men Make Survey 
With View to Establishing Automo- 
bile Track—Nurse Employed. 

POMONA, Nov. 28.—A syndicate of 
prominent local men is surveying for 
an automobile speedway northwest of 
the city and north of Ganesha Park, 
between the Pacific Electric Railway 
tracks and the western hills.

Owens Valley branch of the Southern Pa- 
cific, and there is also a spur contemplated, 
a private affair, to reach another corner of 
the valley and connect with the Tonopah 
and Tidewater. This is all new construc- 
tion. In the way of new equipment during

This 
new equipment will make it possible to 
chop off three hours of the running time be- 
tween Los Angeles and New Orleans.

More Rice Fields. 

OTWITHSTANDING the tact that it is 

approaching three-quarters of a century 
since California became a part of American 
territory and gold was discovered, yet near- 
ly everything is in embryo here and we are 
continually finding opportunity to establish 
new industries, to find new fields for invest- 
ment and new fields for enterprise. It is 
only two or three years since the first at 


tempt was made to grow rice in California 
A 
couple of crops of respectable size have been 
successfully harvested on the bottom lands 
along the Sacramento River. Then the other 
day we were told that enterprising land 
owners in Tulare county near Alpaugh were 
about to attempt the production of rice 
where the Tulare Lake used to spread itself. 
Now comes John W. Sward of Bakersfield 
with the information that he is planning to 
plant a thousand acres in rice in Kern coun- 
ty. The old lake used to overlap the county 
lines and this new rice field is also in the 
bed of the old lake, Small attempts have 
been made where this immense field is to 
be planted with the result that a crop of 
about 5000 pounds to the acre has been har- 
vested. This is said to be twice the amount 
vsually gathered in the Louisiana and Caro- 
lina rice fields. 


“The Water That Is Passed.” 

HE old song says, “The water that is 

passed will never grind again,” but that 
was before the scientific wizard, Thomas 
Edison, was born and taught the world how 
to use water for grinding and other mechan- 
ical purposes. Down at Santa Ana they 
are making the water grind seven times 
over. The Santa Ana River has its sources 
far back in the San Bernardino Mountains 
and in those mountains it is taken out and 
converted into electricity, then turned into 
the stream again to be taken out and made 
to grind at another point until by the time 
it reaches that fair city, the metropolis of 
the Peat Lands, it has been converted into 
power seven times over. The water of the 
Santa Ana River not only is made to produce 
power for mechanical uses over and over 
again, but it is made to irrigate the orchard 
and alfalfa meadows several times between 


the place of its birth in the mountains and 
‘the point where it reaches the sea and goes 
to sleep. 


Riverside’s Big Enterprise. 

HE city of Riverside is engaged now in 

the extension and improvement of the 
water system recently municipally acquired. 
This work embraces many miles of steel 
pipe, hundreds of fire hydrants, the construc- 
tion of reservoirs and the installing of 
pumping machinery. The total cost will be 
more than $300,000, and when the trustees 
of the city opened bids the other day, they 
found thirty-four competitors to furnish the 
‘material for the proposed improvements. 
There is no monopoly in this work here and 
no chance for Mr. McReynolds of the De- 
partment of Justice to “butt in.” 


Gold Placers in Alaska. 

URING the summer of 1912 Henry M. 

Eakin of the United States Geological 
Survey visited the Ruby, Innoko and Idit- 
arod districts in Alaska, and a report on the 
gold placers in districts has been is- 


mining center of the Ruby district is about 
twenty-five miles south of Yukon River 


all within an area a few miles square. The 
first discovery of gold fin this district was 
probably that made on Ruby Creek in 1907, 
near the site of the present town. This dis- 
covery proved to be of no great importance, 
and it was not.until 1910 that the discov- 
eries on Long Creek and its tributaries cre- 
ated widespread interest in the region. Ex- 
|act data regarding the amount of gold pro- 
duced in the district are not available, but 
the total in 1912 was probably between 
$150,000 and $175,000. 

The Innoko-Iditarod region lies in west- 
central Alaska and embraces most of the up- 
land area north of Kuskowim River that is 
drained by Innoko and Iditarod rivers. In 
all twenty-four claims, located on five creeks, 
were worked in the Innoko district in 1912, 
by a total force of about 140 men. The total 
value of the placer gold produced during the 
year in the district was probably in excess 
of $250,000. 

Twenty-nine claims, located on eight dif- 
ferent creeks, were worked in the Iditarod 
district in 1912. Thirty-six plants were en- 
gaged in the work, and about 975 men were 
employed. The value of the total gold pro-

| The owner of Alum Mountain has exhib- 
ited at various times artificial rubies, em- 
eralds, topazes, and even diamonds, made 
from the minerals extracted from the slopes 
of this remarkable mountain. These are 
of wonderful color and brilliancy and ap- 


natural specimens, although no attempt 
has yet been made to manufacture them on 
a commercial basis. 


Another important potential resource of 
‘Alum Mountain is sulphuric acid, the 
chemical which is used in dissolving raw 
phosphate rock and making it readily 
available as a plant food or fertilizer. The 
greatest deposits of phosphate in the 
world. are located in Nevada, Wyoming 
and Utah, and with the further develop- 
ment of agriciiture and the increasing 
need for fertilizers, sulphuric acid as a re- 
ducer of raw phosphate rock will come into 
great demand. On this account, the Alum 
Mountain region will probably play an im- 
portant part in agricultural development. 

By reason of any one of its several min- 
eral constituents, Alum Mountain is claimed 
to be more valuable than the richest of gold 
deposits. In the matter of alum alone the 
value of the ore is incalculable. The larg 
est use of alum is in the manufacture of 
paper from wood pulp. The approaching 
limit of wood pulp supply, because of the 
exhaustion of available forests, has stimu- 
lated the development of processes for util- 
izing straw, cornstalks, cotton stalks and 
such annual crops, in making other pulps, 
and this has necessitated a large increase 
in the supply of alum to convert these new 
pulps into commercial paper for domestic 
‘use and for foreign export. The pioneer 


manufacturers of fiber pulp from cotton 


and cornstalks and various kinds of straws, 
hope to eventually supply the principal 
mirkets of the world with all grades of 
commercial paper from the waste of the 
farm heretofore destroyed as refuse, and 
alum, or sulphate of alumina, is the neces- 
sary auxiliary material required to trans- 
form these farm products into paper. 

The Alum Mountain region is one which 
is at present almost inaccessible for any 
kind of transportation, the waters of Gila 
River at this point being far from naviga- 
ble and the country being excessively rug- 
ged. It is believed, however, that railroads 
will soon traverse the territory; in fact, 
the proprietor of Alum Mountain avers that 
it will be impossible to keep them out, and 
that he expects that not only one, but 
probably two roads will be projected.

OF THE NEW REPUBLIC. © 


HIS CAREER IN KOREA AND HOW HE 
CAUSED THE JAPAN-CHINA WAR-—HIS 


TREACHERY TO THE CHINESE EMPEROR. 
HOW HE DISOBEYED THE BMPRESS DOWA- 
GER—HIS }'UMEROUS WIVES—STORIES OF 
A VICEROY WHO LOST HIS HEAD-—ME- 
MORIALS BEING ERECTED TO LI HUNG 
CHANG. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


ASHINGTON (D.C.)—I want to tell 
W vee something about Yuan Shi Kai, 

who has just been re-elected Presi- 
dent of the Chinese republic. He is the 
Napoleon, the Bismarck, the Li Hung 
Chang of the 400,000,000 who make up the 
China of today. He is greater and more 
powerful than Li ever was, and wrapped up 
in him is the immediate future of that 
mighty country. I have been traveling in 
the footsteps of Yuan off and on for the past 
twenty-five years. { first heard of him 
when I went to Korea in 1888. That coun- 
try was then a kingdom under the protec- 
tion of China, and Yuan Shi Kai had been 
sent there by Li Hung Chang to dictate to 
the King how the country should be run. 
He lived at Seoul in great state; with hun- 
dreds of retainers about him and wives and 
concubines galore. 


It was due to Yuan that the Japanese 
were driven out of Korea shortly before my 
visit, and: he was really the cause of the 
first war between China and Japan, which 
resulted in the humiliation of his nation. 
A little rebellion had broken out in Korea 
and Yuan, contrary to the treaties of 1885, 
by which each of the great powers agreed 
not to land troops in Korea without inform- 
ing the other powers, had Chinese soldiers 
brought over to quell the uprising. 

That was in 1894. I saw something of 
the rebellion. There were envoys kneeling 
out in the street in front of the King’s pal 
ace for day after day while I was in Seoul, 
and later, when I crossed the country on 
horseback and bullback, traveling for sev- 
eral weeks through the mountains, I met 
everywhere a dissatisfied people, and was 
only safe because I had a special letter of 
protection which was given me by the King. 
This commended me to the loca] governors, 
who were instructed to further my travels 
in every possible way. The rebellion in- 
creased later on, and by the time I reached 
Japan the war between China and Japan 
was brewing. As a result of it Yuan Shi 
Kai was forced to leave Korea, and he fled 
to Tientsin, leaving his mother and concu- 
bines behind. : 


Yuan was an especial protege of Li Hung 
Chang, and it was through him, in connec- 
modern army of 
China was organized. When the war with 
Japan closed, he was for a time sent into 
retirement, but long before the Boxer trou- 
bles he had come again to the front and 
had been made Viceroy of Shantung. He 
was a special favorite of the Empress Dow- 
ager, and won her gratitude by his treach- 
ery to the young Emperor. When the Em- 
peror Kwang Su began to introduce foreign 
civilization in connection with Kang Yu 
Wei, he took Yuan into his confidence and 
gave him so many offices that he became 
known as “Yuan, the reformer.” He was 
allowed to drill and equip modern soldiers, 
and he was really at the head of the best 
troops in China: | 


In the meantime, the old Empress Dowa- 
ger, who had nominally retired from the 
government, was dictating to the young Em- 
peror how he should do, and Kang Yu Wei 
and the Emperor concluded to put her out 
of the way. Yuan Shi Kai was selected 
as the tool for this purpose, and while he 
knelt on his knees before the Emperor in 
the palace, His Majesty commanded him 
to move his army to Tientsin and there 
kill the Viceroy Yung Lu. After that he 
was to come on to Peking and surround the 
palace and kill the Empress Dowager. This 
was a big contract, and Yuan said he would 
have to have sealed instructions before he 
would undertake it. These orders the Em- 
peror refused to give. Thereupon Yuan 
Shi Kai apparently consented, and left 
Peking, the Emperor expecting he would do 
the job. 


four hours Yuan concluded that the job was 


laid the whole plot before Yung Lu. Yung 
Lu took a few soldiers and went on a spe 
cial train post haste to Peking. He 
marched out to the summer palace, where 
the Empress Dowager was then living, and 
laid the situation before her. At her or- 
ders he then came into Peking and entered 
the palace. He captured the Emperor and 
confined him in a building on a little island 
in the palace grounds. A da; later the Em- 
press Dowager came back. She dethroned 
the Emperor, and from that time until her 
death she was supreme. When she died, 
the Emperor suddenly took sick, and it is 


ders. Some say he was killed by Yuan 
Shi Kai for fear of his revenge should he 
again be on the throne. 


In this way Yuan and Yung Lu really 
saved the Empress Dowager’s life, and it is 
no wonder that she was grateful. It was as 
a kind of thank offering to Yung Lu that 
she had his grandson, the little Pu Yi, ele 
vated to the throne, and it was not her fault 
that the boy is not Emperor today. She 
also gave Yuan Shi Kai many high offices 
and showered uim with commissions of one 
kind or other. 

I am told that some of these commissions 
would have resulted in Yuan’s ruin had he 
carried them out, but, just as he refused to 
obey the Emperor, so his good sense 
showed him that he would have to disobey 
the Empress Dowager. One of these cases 
occurred during the Boxer rebellion. I was 
in southern China at the time, and one of 
Yuan Shi Kai’s foreign advisers told me 
the story. 

The Empress Dowager was supreme at 
Peking. The Boxers were rampant at all 
the chief centers, and here and there they 
were slaughtering missionaries and de 
manding that all foreigners leave. The 
Empress Dowager sent word to Yuan Shi 
Kai to take his troops and move forward to 
Tientsin and kill all the foreigners there. 
Yuan delayed on one plea ar other until the 
siege of Peking occurred, after which the 
old dowager got a holy fear of all outsiders, 
She was forced to leave the Chinese capt 
tal, and only came back to power under the 
most bitter humiliation. She then realized 
that had Yuan carried out her instructions 
as to Tientsin China would have been ru- 
ined. At any rate, Yuan was never called 
to account for his delay. He made him- 
self popular with the foreigners by his pro- 
tection of them during the Boxer rebellion, 
and at its close was found to have great in- 
fluence with the foreign powers. As soon 
as the troubles were settled he came to the 
support of the Empress Dowager and took 
his place as the strongest and most pro- 
gressive man of the progressive movement 
which was then inaugurated.

press Dowager died, and Yuan was then the 
viceroy of Chihli, and was the greatest man 
in the empire outside the government. He 
had introduced modern schools and indus- 
trial establishments. He was reorganizing 
the army and instituting all sorts of re 
forms. 

After the Empress Dowager’s death he 
had much to do with the government under 
the baby Emperor, until the Manchus and 
others who were bossing the administration 
concluded he was getting too powerful, and 
they sent him into retirement on the ground 
that his legs were too sore for him to per- 
form his duties, Then the last great revo- 
lution came on, and Yuan again sprang to 
the front. The empire was shattered, and 
the republic arose. I doubt not he could 
have taken an army and gotten possession 
of the throne himself. Many thought he 
would do so, but he was content to let 
China be a republic, and he is now its Pres- 
ident and practically its dictator. 


Li 


This, very briefly, is the outline of the ca- 
reer of a republican President who is the 
ruler of four or five times as many people 
as Woodrow Wilson. It is only the out- 
line. His whole career has been full of ro- 
mance, and the story would make a book of 
surpassing interest. Yuan Shi Kai was 
only 31 years old when I first saw him in 
Korea, and he is only about 55 now. He 
started life as a poor boy, but like many 
poor Chinese boys, was given enough school- 
ing to enable him to pass the examinations 
and get into the army. He rose so rapidly 
that he was resident zeneral of Korea be- 
fore he was 30, and from then on he has 
been in the thick of things and making 
history. 

During his stay In Korea he was dicta- 
torial and insulting to the Koreans and the 
foreigners. The Chinese-Japanese war 
made him a diplomat, and he is now one 
of the most conservative of statesmen. He 
thinks twice before he acts, and still he is 
not afraid to make decisions and act 
promptly. | 


I was told in Peking how Yuan Shi Kai 
nut down a rebellion while he was Viceroy 
of Chihli. This was just after the Boxer re- 
bellion, when the foreigners still held 
Tientsin. Yuan had moved with his vice 
regal court to Pao Tingfu. The country 
was still filled with the turmoil of the revo- 
lution, and it was necessary that Yuan 
should show the foreigners that he could 
control. He sent orders to the rebels that 
they must submit, and upon their refusing 
to do so, ordered a regiment of soldiers to 
march to the town where they were, and, if 
they did not at once put down their arms, to 
slaughter them en masse. The rebels 
showed fight, and Yuan Shi Kai wiped out 
the town, killing a thousand of the people 
in less than one hour. 

The day after this, Yuan said to the 
American who told me this story: 

“I suppose your peopie at Tientsin will 

criticise my action, but if they do so you 
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with the American-Asiatic Archeological So- 
ciety, dropped in upon me fresh from China. 
I spoke of Tuan Fang and asked what had 
become of him. He replied: 

“His enemies have cut him shorter by a 
head.” 
| Such was the fate of a man who in many 
respects was like Gladstone, and who was 
as much of a patriot as was Jefferson or 
Washington. 3 


Iam told that Li Hung Chang’s name 
grows greater in China as the years go on. 
A memorial tablet has been put up for him 
in Peking and temples have been erected in 
his honor in the many cities where he 
ruled as an official. I visited the temple in 
Tientsin. It is in the heart of the new 
section of the city, surrounded by great 
schools and factories. Two mighty marble 
lions, larger than life, guard the entrance; 
it has a high wall about it, and also huge 
gates with tiled roofs. The temple grounds 
cover acres. A wide stone pavement leads 
from the front gate to the main building, in 
which is a great tablet of stone bearing an 
inscription commemorating Li Hung Chang’s 
greatness and services. The temple is 
large, it is beautifully carved and magnifi- 
cently decorated with red and gold. On the 
road leading to it stand twelve marble tab- 
lets, each about four feet wide and twice 
as tallas aman. Upon them is inscribed a 
short history of Li. In this building is an

There is a statue of Li at Shanghai, and 
he has a temple at Canton. I am told that 
he could have made himself Emperor of 
China at almost any time during the last 
twenty years of his life, ahd that even be- 
fore that Gen. “Chinese” Gordon planned 
to do this. Gordon had asked Li for the use 
of his army for a month, and Li had con- 
sented, supposing he intended to put down 
some minor rebellions near by. He was 
about to start when Li asked where he was 
going. Gen. Gordon replied that he was 
about to march on Peking and proclaim him 
Emperor of China. Li at once counter- 
manded his promise, and the plot fell 
through. 


I have had a half-dozen interviews with 
Li Hung Chang during my several visits to 
Asia. Before I first went to see him in 
1888, when he was Viceroy of Chihli, I was 
warned by our Consul that it was foolish 
to try to get a newspaper story. Said the 
Consul: 

“You will not have a chance to ask a ques- 
tion. The old Viceroy will turn you inside 
out, like a glove. He will ask you about ev- 
erything under the sun and will keep talk- 
ing while he himself says nothing.” 

Forewarned in this way, I decided to tack 
a question to my every answer, and did so. 
The plan worked like a charm. Li's brain 
was a dynamo which could not help throw- 
ing out sparks if anything struck it, and as

policy in future conversations, and was al- 
ways successful. | | 

My last interview with Prince Li was at 
Canton in the year 1900. The conversation 
covered a wide range, and among other per- 
sonal questions His Excellency asked me 
how much money I made in my newspaper 
work. My answer was evasive, but I tacked 
the question at the end of it, saying: “It is 
currently reported in the United States that 
you are the richest man in the world. Our 
papers say you are worth $100,000,000. I 
have wondered whether that is true.” 

The old Viceroy laughed and replied: 

“Most of my riches are in American news- 
papers. Indeed, | am so poor—here he 
chuckled—that I think you rich American 


editors ought to raise a fund for me.” Ss 

When Li died he left an estate which 
was actually worth over $12,000,000. He 
owned pawnshops in almost every city of 
the empire, and he had millions lent out in 
that way. One-third of his money was in 
pawnshops. He owned poppy farms and 
opium factories, although he was avowedly 
an opponent of the opium evil. He had a 
great deal of stock in the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank,: and was interested in 
other banks, and in railroad and steamship 
companies. He was a man of great busi- 
ness ability; and had he been one of our 
princes of finance he would have led in the 
money market.

But the air blew bold and sweet from off 
the blue reaches of the sea, a sea of such 
depth of blueness in the distances as no 
colder sea can know—a tonic breath, fresh 
with salt spray which spoke of leagues 
upon leagues of clean wholesome waters, 
purified of all city staleness, free even 
from the languorous sweet of flower fields 
—a vigorous, stimulating, masculine 
breeze. As we drew it deeply into our 
lungs, we sat where we could watch the 
shifting lights on the beautiful Santa Mon- 
ica Mountains along the north beach, 
dwindiing to the palisades on the south- 
ward trend. 

These mourtains came down to the sea 
in a succession of ridges, up toward the 
Malibu as far as the eye could reach. 
Fhey were brown in their proper Septem- 
ber color, all the glow and vividness of 
June and July having burned out under the 
white sun of summer. But the garment 
of light thrown upon them by the hazy 
September atmosphere was full of subtle 
witchery and changing charm. 

As we lingered and talked late into the 
afternoon, a fog began to blow in around 
the peaks, and more caprices of color held 
our gaze. The sun became less glitter- 
ingly bright, and the cool of evening stole 


Slowly we walked back toward shore, 
knowing that darkness was destined soon 
to fall, and that shore was a ‘better place 
for us then than a dying old wharf whose 
joints creaked dismally with the heaving 
of the heavy. waters aga‘nst them. 

A fishing boat had just come in, and we 
looked over at a row of gleaming spiketail 
which represented the catch. The poor fish 
looked genuine pallid corpses in the eve- 
ning light, lying as if stiffened, their pointed 
noses and queer curved tails as uncompro- 
mising as if still arguing matters with 
Death, and their pale staring eyes big 
with the wonder of looking upon him. 

The: white foaming breakers were dash- 
ing noisily over the broken rock at the 
wharf’s head, and a receding tide was al- 
ternately covering and revealing the nar- 
row strip of sand. The sun was blotted 


but far out on the western waters its light 
fell clear in a gleaming golden pool, and 
the mists along the mountains were shim- 
mering like silk by firelight. . 

We went down perhaps an eighth of a 
mile, to a spot where the sandy beach be- 
low the road offered a comfortable 
breadth for the building of our camp fire 
and the spreading of the evening board. 
Ice plant and wild verbena grew close to 
the bank, and the sand upon which we 
seated ourselves seemed soft as velvet 
cushions. Motor parties and pedestrians 
passing on the road looked down at us and 
our flaring fire curiously, but when we 
smiled up at them they gave us comradely 
smiles in return. 


We watched the progress of the sunset 
while the kettle was boiling for tea. The 
quiet mists stealing into the canyons in a 
jong procession up the beach each had 
taken on a different color tone. They 
shaded from violet, nearest to us, through 
heliotrope, amethyst and tourmaline to an 
ethereal rose tint of ineffable brightness 
and delicacy, reaching away to the dis- 
tance and melting into it like a dream. 
The mountains lost their look of solidity 
and seemed shaped of the vapors them- 
selves. They were less mountains than 
the outlines of mountains traced upon veils 
of chiffon through which the rosy light 
from a bed of coals was glowing.

Botanical Barometers. 

{New York Svn:] The sensitiveness of 
plants is of never-failing interest to all 
lovers of the woods and fields. Like a hu- 
man being sensing a fall in the barometer 
and the coming of a rainstorm, so the 
clover in the meadow feels and shuts its 
leaves. A close observer says that a field 
that was white with blossoms has suddenly 
become quite changed by the approach of a 
heavy cloud or the falling of a light shower. 

The common chickweed opens its blossom 
only whey the sun is shining and counts on 
only the bright hours. When it closes its 
blossoms rain invariably follows. The sea 
pursiane has the same habit. It never opens 
in cloudy weather and closes when the sun 
is low, about to sink. The scarlet pim- 
pernel never exposes its flowers to a 
shower. 

One of the naturalists in an Arctic expe 
dition noticed that, although the summer 
sun shone through the nights, the plants 
made no mistake, but when the sun got 
round to the west they closed up as if the 
sun had really set. An eclipse of the sun 
has had the same effect. 

The common “four o'clock” almost always | 
closes its flowers at that hour and so many 
plants have that instinct that Linnaeus 
made a floral clock of flowering, plants, each 
of which had its time for closing. The wood 
sorrel not only drops its leaves and shuts 
its purple veined flowers when it rains, but 
does the same if the ground near by is 
struck with a stick. The family of the 
oxalis has the same habit.

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GIGANTIC WORK. 


FTER «1 thirty-year fight, the govern- 
A ment’s army engineers find themselves 
in the very midst of their attempt to 
tame the mad waters of that greatest of 
streams, the Mississippi. From the point 
where its headwaters reach into the valleys 
of New- York, to the crystal lakes on the 
‘anadian border, and again to the top of 
the continental divide in the Rockies, the 
waters of the Mississippi have been fol- 
iowed into the tunnel that takes them into 
the sea below New Orleans. There is a 
million and a quarter square miles in the 
area of the fan of the great stream thus 
spread out. Upon it might be unrolled five 
Jerman empires, Within its borders lies 
41 pér cent. of all the land of the nation. 
Every drop of rain that falls in all that vast 
expanse, the snows of ita winters, the gush 
of its springs, must find their way between 
the levees of its lower reaches. Uncle Sam 
is trying to control this vast flood. -—- 
Through the ages the stream has run 
rampant. Its torrents have torn down from 
its widecast mountains, have ripped through 
its prairies where they would, have flooded 
the 60,000 square miles of its lower valley 
at will and wandered into the sea through 
all manner of outlet. The mad power of all 
this water has, through the ages, known no 
force that dared grapple with it until the 
pale face came across the sea, settled in the 
empire that it drained, and found that these 
erratic torrents interfered with the conduct 
of his business. ; 

This frail man-creature stepped forth and 
issued his orders to the great stream. He 
commanded that it should deport itself so 
at its mouth as to cut a channel that should 
be always thirty-five feet deep instead of 
nine, that his ships might pass in safety to 
the cities beyond. He ordered that it 
should stick to one narrow channel instead 
of cavorting about the country, for he had 
need of these overflow lands as well as the 
unstable stream. He wove great mile-long 
aprons for the river banks with trees for 
yarn that they might not be cut into by the 
changeful stream. He put forth his dams 
that checked the low-water flow of the up- 
per rivers and doubled their depths. His 
fleet of dredges gave depth to stream 
stretches where sandbars insisted on cast- 
ing themselves up. From the gulf to the 
headwaters various orders have gone forth 
and the mighty stream and its 13,000 miles 
of tributaries are being disciplined into 
obedience. 


This great task is being performed by the 
army engineers—those same men who have 
just built the Panama Canal where others 
failed, who have given New York Harbor 
her channel 2000 feet wide to the sea, have 
penetrated the Philippine jungles with high- 
ways, have built a Gibraltar at Honolulu, 
constructed Washington Monument, and jet- 
tiled the entrances to a score of great har- 
tors. 
The peculiar position occupied by the 


engineers of the army is not fully appreci- 


ected. In the first place, this is the oldest 
orzanization of engineers in America. The 
riflitary school at West Point was estab- 
lished in 1800 that engineers might be 
trained, and was the first school of engi- 
neering in America and practically bad the 
“eld to itself for half a century thereafter. 
This placed in the hands of the army prac- 
tically all the important work of this sort in 
the early days of development. 

This organization came into being largely 
‘or the purpose of building fortifications, 
but recently this is the less important part 
of its work. Wherever there develops a 


great task, the government has come to ask 


the advice of these engineers, and, almost 
universally, to turn it over to them. 

West Point is primarily an engineering 
school. The discipline of it, its insistence 
upon the maintenance of manhood stand- 
ards and the public-service idea that under- 
lies it makes a strong foundation for the 
building up of an unusual corps of workers. 
The engineers are selected men who gradu- 
ate at the heads of their classes. These 
honor men are then put through a period of 
ien years at practical work which gives 
them opportunity for special development 
and for the elimination of the less fit. For 
ten years more they are assigned to the big 
works, but with a score of checks upon their 
erformances and a prompt reminder of any 
shortcoming. To the very end of their ca- 
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reers, every piece of work they do must 
pass a division engineer, the chief of engi- 
neers and a special board of review. The 
requirements are for flawless work and a 
lifetime is devoted to making this sort of 
work possible. 


Congress has acquired the habit of asking 
a report from these engineers on all work 
for which appropriations are asked. The 
skill of this great organization with the 
highly-developed individuals, with the elabo- 
rate system of checks, with its removal 
from all outside influence, hasgcome to make 
its reports regarded as the very last word 
upon the given projects. It is said of the

The Mississippi spreads out at its mouth 
and flows through several channels with por- 
tions of its new-made land between. The 
first idea was that one of these passes 
should be selected and kept dredged to a 
certain depth. But it was found that the gilt 
deposited so rapidly that there would be no 
permanence to such work, and another way 
out was sought. 

This was back in the seventies, and an 
engineer named Eads proposed an alterna- 
tive. He held that if. jettles were built

The early French settlers had to portage 
their goods from Lake Ponchartrain to the 
Mississippi when they traveled from the set- 
tlement at Boloxi, Miss., to Point Coupee, on 
the great river. After dragging their boats 
across this neck of land, they camped on the 
banks of the Mississippi. A little village 
eventually grew there and its location was 
found favorable as trade grew. It came to 
be known as New Orleans, the southern port 
of a great nation. It developed that by ac- 
cident the location had been at a deep place 
in the river, else the city would never have 
grown. 

The first levee that was ever built on the 
Mississippi was a narrow ridge thrown up 
around the settlément to keep back the 
floods. From that beginning there has 
grown a system of 1500 miles of great levees 
from Memphis to the sea that is the most 
extensive work of its kind in all the world. 

This levee protection grew sporadically 

nd under various influences. Individual 

land owners sought to protect their hold- 
ings, districts banded together for the same 
protection, States took up the work more 
extensively, and, finally, the government 
realized that this was a national affair and 
lent a hand. At present, there is co-opera- 
tion between the nation and the States and 
the work of the lower stream is carried on 
under a commission. 

The levees, having thus grown haphazard, 
are not uniform or built always as_ they 
should be. The breastworks of defense 
against the floods are, however, thrown up 
from Memphis to the sea and are of the 
same general character. 


The typical Mississippi levee is 15 feet 


high, 150 feet wide at the bottom, with an 
eight-foot crown. They are made of ordi- 


nary earth and a sod of Bermuda grass is 
planted over them to prevent their erosion. 
At"some places the height is as much as 
twenty-five feet and the width is in propor- 
tion. There are places in this great river 
where the water is sixty-five feet higher at 
some times than at others, and a difference 
of fifty feet between high and low water is 
quite general. It is difficult to appreciate 
the amount of water that passes Vicksburg 
when the floods pile sixty-five feet on top 
of what is already a great siver and bear 
that current, miles wide, on to the sea. 

Under the army engineers this levee is 
being standardized, and eventually it will be 
developed to a degree of stability where it 
can be pretty well depended on to carry 
these floods on to the sea while the fertile 
fields of cotton and cane repose in safety at 
a level twenty feet below the surface of the 
water of the river. Already $60,000,000 has 
been spent upon this 1500 mi'ves of levee and 
the great stream is nearing control in these 
lower reaches. | 


‘Every year the Mississippi brings down to 
the gulf enough sediment to cover thirty 
squere miles to a depth of one foot or one 
square mile to a depth of thirty feet. When 
the moving water of the river strikes 
the still water of the gulf, all this 
suspended matter is deposited. The 
muddy wa‘er spreads out when it 
reaches the gu!f and deposits a _ bar 
beyond its mouth over which there is nor- 
mally but nine feet of water, with a tendency 
to fill in behind this bar. All] the land below 
Memphis has been built by the pushing for- 
ward of this bar through the ages. This bar 
would have effectually shut out the big ships 
of the world, and none of them could get

The government gave Eads a contract 
upon which he was ultimately to receive 
$10,000,000 and he built the first jetties; 
these were to a certain extent successful, 


gulf. Thus the river opened to big ships. 
This was called the South Pass, and 
through it commerce has been passing for 
thirty years. But in the end the ships of 
the nations grew so large that the depth of 
this pass was not sufficient to accommodate 
them. The force of the water that went 
through this pass was not sufficient to scour 
a bigger channel, so another of the outlets 
was selected, the Southwest Pass, and gov- 
ernment engineers began trying for a depth 
of thirty-five feet, and have spent, since 


current is cleaning its own channel thirty- 
five feet deep and will continue to do so un- 
til the depositing silt has filled up a great 
hole in the gulf and built a bar in its place. 
It has been a ten-year fight to get the de- 
sired depth, and the battle must go on con- 
stantly to the end of time for its mainte 
nance. | 


Throughout the length of the Mississ., ~ 
and the Missouri there is found the constant 
tendency on the part of these erratic 
streams to cut into the banks and whatever 
levees may be thrown up, to undermine 
them and cause them to tumble into the 
stream. Many levee breaks have been thus 
caused and even high banks upon which 
have. stood villages have been tumbled into 
the. river. 

The army engineers studied methods of 
preventing this cutting for many years. 
Eventually, they settled upon the woven 
tree-cloth mattresses as offering the great- 
est amount of protection, and for a decade 
they have been manufacturing these clothes 
for the river bank, and these banks have 
been wearing them winter and summer. 

The job of weaving that is here carried 
on is something stupendous. The warp and 
woof that go into the making of these mat- 
tresses are willow trees. Tops and 
branches of the trees as large as four 
inches in diameter are gathered together in 
great bargeloads. A pattern is started with 
steel cables as a basis, and into this are 
woven the willows. The pattern may be as 
wide as 250 feet. In a single piece it may 
| extend a thousand feet down stream and 
cover ten acres of land. The principle of 
its weaving is the same as that which pro- 


different. 

When one piece is finished, it is. an- 
chored in the place where protection is de- 
sired and stone is put on to weight it down 
and hold it in its place. The barges are 
moved a bit up stream and another section 
‘is begun which will overlap a little upon 
the piece below. In this way, the banks of 
the stream for miles where cutting is 
threatened may be lined and the water kept 
away from the soft dirt. . 

The mattresses lie beneath the water, 
and, not being exposed to the air, last al- 
most indefinitely. The part of the bank 
that is above water at times is revetted with 
stone to prevent ciitting. So is a current- 
proof bank provided, and so have great 
stretches on both the Mississippi and the 
Missouri been made stable.

Don’t write “show-off” letters, full of 
words that you have dug out of the diction- 
ary. ‘You might get away with it in conver- 
sation, but black and waite are traitorous. 

Don't, if you are trying to put through a 
“gold-brick” scheme, attempt it by letter. 
Your personality and magnetism are not 
there to keep the blinders on. 

Don’t be afraid to let daughter Madge, 14, 
correspond with Raymond, 20—as long as 
she shows you the letters. This corre- 
spondence may have an educational value to 
her in more ways than one.

Costly Weeds. 


WHY ALLOWED TO GROW AN 
UNANSWERABLE PROBLEM. 


HERE is a saying among old-country 

gardeners that “one year’s seeding 

makes seven years’ weeding,” and this 
is literally true. If not one weed was al- 
lowed to go to seed in Los Angeles in 1913, 
@ any other year, it would not only be 
seven years before the old conditions would 
again prevail, but it is doubtful if the city 
as a whole would ever again be so weed- 
infested as it is at present. 

Competent authorities have stated that 
che weed crop of the United States annu- 
ally costs the farmers more than the total 
tax paid on agricultural lands and the ex- 
pense is correspondingly as great in the 
garden. Aside from expense of extermina- 
tion weeds rob the soil of plant food and 
- moisture, shade and crowd better plants, 


. harbor insect pests and plant diseases, in- | 


jure the market quality of all crops as well 
as reducing the quantity, also reduce the 
market value of farm lands. Why a single 
weed is tolerated is an unanswerable prob- 
lem, except we excuse humankind through a 
deep and lasting respect for established 
precedent. “There have always been some 
weeds and there will ever be some,” is no 
excuse for having a single one. There are 
many local gardens where there has not 
been seen in a dozen jears a single weed 
one inch high. In such gardens the cost of 
cleanliness has been reduced to a minimum, 
for no weeds will grow except from seeds 
blown or carried into the garden. Could all 
the vacant lots in the city be kept clean for 
‘one year the result would astound owners 
of city gardens. 


Wonderful Wistarias. 


E HEAR much of the wonders of wis- 

tarias in China and Japan, also of their 
truly marvelous growth and bloom in some 
States in this country. Yet when all has 
been said California may justly claim that 
nowhere else does this rugged vine flower 
more luxuriantly than in the “Golden 
West.” The great vine shown was photo- 
. graphed last spring at Hollenbeck Home for 
the Aged in Los Angeles and was truly a 
marvelous sight, one long to be _ re- 
membered. Now that the vines are dor- 
mant, the present is the best time for plant- 


ing wistarias. 


Propagation From Cuttings. 


ITH a convenient box of sand one may 

now easily increase the “soft wood” 
or herbaceous plants of the garden. Fuch- 
sias, heliotropes, ivy, geraniums, verbenas— 
all this class of plants are easy of propoga- 
tion just at present. Cuttings should be 
two to three inches long, of what nursery- 
men call “half-ripened wood,” being neither 
the soft tips nor the old and “woody” 
lower growths, but quickly-grown, juicy, 
vigorous material. For bottom heat, such 
as is obtained from hotbeds and propagat- 
ing houses, the tender tips are preferable. 
Careful attention must be paid to watering, 
for cuttings must be neither kept flooded 
nor allowed to become dry. 


Keeping Cut Poinsettias. 


FTER cutting, endeavor to prevent 

bleeding at the ends. An old but effec- 
tive preventive is to place the ends in dry 
sund before placing in water. If the flowers 
have to be packed, wrap them in wet news- 
papers up to the flower and wrap the flowers 
in tissue paper. A florist who handles a 
large number in the Chicago market eon- 
siders this latter the only method of restor- 
ing the freshness to flowers that have faded 
in transit. Like all other flowers the poin- 
settia is better for being placed in water for 
twelve hours before shipping and an en- 
deavor should be made to prevent the flower 
stems bleeding. When wrapping the flow- 
- ers in the newspapers’ seé that the leaves 
and bracts are carefully placed and not 
crushed in the operation. .

Home-made Hat Ornaments. 


[Philadelphia Times:] Short lengths of 
lace from which motifs may be cut and 
afterward suitably wired will result in a 
handsome trimming effect. A long quill 
may be made of several thicknesses basted 
together. A heavy silk-covered wire is 
wound with a strip of the malines for its 
entire length and tacked along the center 
lengthwise of the folded malines. 

Small malines pompons mounted on 
stems of wire wound with malines make 
beautiful ornaments. To make, fold the 
malines into many thicknesses and then 
cut into circles; then fold and tack at the 
middie with a strong thread. 
¢ An ornament made of white hemp braid 
imitates a large white wing. I* is cut from 
wide braid or made b) sewing narrow 
braid row upoh row.

For Making Pies. 


[Chicago Inter Ocean:] To prevent the 
‘fruit juice running over in the oven: when 
making pies sprinkle a little carbonate of 
soda over the fruit before the top crust is 
put on. This prevents the juice from run- 
ning over and also lessens the acidity of 
the fruit, so that it will not require so much 
sugar to sweeten it.

Mats for Hot Plates. 


[Chicago Inter Ocean:] Hot plate mats 
should always find a place among the linen 
supply. One of the newest of these mats 
is of oblong shape open at both ends. The 
ends are scalloped and the top of the case 
is embroidered_at each and above the scal- 
lops. The embroidery is always some sim- 
ple avd quickly-made design, which is, of 
course, in solid work, Wallachian,. solid 
satin stitch, or outlining and darning. A 
piece of asbestos, smaller than the case, is 
slipped inside when the cover is soiled.

Tumbler doilies of cluny lace can be 
made into a very pretty buffet scarf by 
using the doilies for border.

After the doily 
border has been buttonholed cut the ma- 
terial out from underneath the lace and you 
will have a buffet cover with a beautiful 
lace c€ge, says the Cleveland Plain Dealer. 
Of course, the doilies must be placed side 
by side and look like a continuous edging 
of lace. Small crocheted doilies may be 
used mstead of those of cluny lace.

{Baltimore American: ] An excellent 
wash for tired, weak or inflamed eyes is 
composed of one pint boiling water, one tea- 
spoon of refined borax and fifteen drops of 
spirits of camphor. Flush the eyes with 
this three times daily. 

For tired or painful muscles get two 
ounces chloroform, two ounces alcohol, one 
Ounce Water.

[Vancouver Sun:] A cut lemon may be 
kept fresh for a long time by laying it on a 
piece of waxed paper, with the cut side 
downward, and folding the paper over it in 
such a way as to exclude the air. . 


I always remove perspiration stains on 
white dresses and underclothing in the fol- 
lowing manner: First dampen the article 
with a little lemon juice before it is put into 
soap and water. Otherwise, the soap sets 
the stain, and very often makes it almost 
impossible to remove. Ss. B. 
To soften hard water, into four gallons 
and a half of water stir one ounce of quick-e 
lime. Let it settle, and then pour off the 
clear solution, which will be enough to add 
to two barrels of hard water. 


To remove the label from a jar or bottle: 
Wet the bottle thoroughly and then hold it 
near a fire for a moment. The steam thus 
generated immediately acts on the paste or 
gum. 


When mixing plaster of Paris for mend- 
ing cracks in plaster use vinegar instead of 
water. It should be of the consistency of 
putty, and when the cracks are filled the top 
should be smoothed over with a knife. The 
mixture will not harden for about halfean 
hour.

This_can be 
accomplished; brt one must do a little think- 
ing before beginning work. 

It has frequently been pointed out—but

_three considerations in balance, not achiev- 
ing one at the expense of the other. 

Comfort and convenience depend upon the 
plan. Economy may be secured by the 
proper choice of materials and the purchase 
of these in the most usable form. For in- 
stance, it is a waste of money to buy thir- 
teen-foot lumber to fill a twelve-foot space, 
or dimension timers which do not cut to 
advantage. Careful planning will enable one 
to use all building materials with little 
waste. It might be pointed out that square 
buildings enclose the greatest amount of 
space in a given number of feet of side wall. 

It is also posstble to build structures which 
may be put to a variety of uses, according 
to the necessities of the varying seasons and 
in this way reduce expenditures. The house 
described below is of this type. 

This is known as the Gillette house, tak- 
ing its name from the man who designed it. 
It hassbeen tested by practical men for years 
and is giving very general satisfaction. 

The original Gillette house was built 20 
feet square, large enough to accommodate a 
flock of 100 hens, but it may be decreased 
considerably in size without impairing its 
value. The house which is here described 
is of the following dimensions and construc- 
tion: Width, 12 feet; length, 12 feet; sill to 
plate, 6 feet; sill to peak, 8 feet. Even span 
roof sloping to front and rear.

Be sure to understand just the results 
wanted and then go in to win. There is 
nothing that pays a better per cent. of profit 
for the money invested than poultry, and in 
cases where the work is thoroughly under- 
stood many comfortable fortunes have been 
made. 


[Philadelphia Record:] Gentleness at all 
times must be observed. Some one has said, 
“Laying fowls, like bees, sting when dis- 
turbed by quick motions or otherwise, the 
only difference being the sting is in the 
pocketbook.” When walking among your 
birds go slowly and always let them know 
in some way that you are coming. It is a 
good practice. Fowls that are nervous, 
easily frightened and always trying to get 
out of the way are usually those that have 
been scared by cats or dogs or handled in a 
rough way by their keeper. Such fowls can 
never be relied on with any degree of cer: 
tainty. Their high nervous condition is a 
serious drawback to egg production—so keep 
your fowls tame and quiet if you want the 
profits. 


[Chicago Record-Herald:] The trap nest 
is the only one that will tell the tale of 
which hen laid the egg and how many. No 
other system yet has ever been able to pick 
the drone from the heavy layer. It is very 
true that egg production among the so- 
called utility breeders has improved during 
the past ten years, but this has largely been 
due to the improved poultry quarters and 
better knowledge of feeding. But poultry- 
house construction or the best of feeding 
will not make a good layer out of a poor 
one. It cannot make the drone lay. Good 
housing and feeding are essentials along 
the line of egg production, but breeding is 
vital, and in every up-to-date effort along 
the line of improvement the trap nest must 
play an important part, whether you are thé 
so-called utility breeder, who is striving for 
a better egg yield, or the fancier, who is 
working for standard requirements. 


{Baltimore American:] All varieties of 
Wyandottes. should be the same in shape. 
They are considered a fowl made up of 
short sections, well-curved or rounded, and 
smoothly put together. In other words, there 
are no decided angles in the body makeup 
of the Wyandotte. The head is broad, 
smooth and well rounded. The neck is 
rather short, well arched, full feathered, 
feathering extending well down upon the 
back. Back short, broad, rising nicely 
with a concave sweep up to the tail. 
Tail rather broad, full, short, and, in 
males, nicely curved sickles, coverts and 
lesser coverts. Sickles extend scarcely be- 
yond the tail proper. In females the tail is 
spread fairly well up and down, and is not 
flat, or pinched, from side to side. The comb 
is rose, straight in front, slightly rounded 
on top, broad in front, tapering to a 
point at the back of head, following the 
line of head all the way; the spike or point 
should turn down and not up. The whole 
surface of comb should be covered with 
small points, producing roughened effect. 
Wattles, small and well-rounded. Ear lobes, 
small and bright red. Shanks and toes a 
pure yellow. White legs are a disqualifica- 
tion. Any indication of feathers, such as 
stubs or down on shanks or between the 
toes, is a disqualification. 

[Philadelphia Record: ] It is not at all 
essential to have an outside run for a fam- 
fly flock; the birds will lay as well and 
keep in as good health if confined to the 
house, provided you do your part by making 
them scratch for their grain ration. Not a 
few, however, prefer to give the flock a lite 
outside run, and where there is plenty of 
room it is better to do so. The furnishings 
for a house for the family flock should be 
very simple. The food hopper for the dry 
mash should be at the end of the house fur- 
thest from the doorway; the water fountain 
should hang just inside the door, where it 
can be easily reached for rinsing and refill- 
ing; a hopper having two compartments, 
one for oyster shells and the other for grit 
should hang in a convenient place, prefer- 
ably at the front beyond the drirking foun- 
tain. One or two nest boxes should be set 
backs to the light.

near the headwaters of the Mississippi that 
were built so long as to have been almost 
forgotten. There are three principal lakes 
that furnish water to this river near its 
origin. Across the mouth of each of these 
some thirty years ago was thrown a dam, 
These dams raise the water some twelve 
feet in the lakes and allow great amounts of 
it to accumulate in the wet season. Then, 
|when the time of low water comes, the 
floodgates are opened and the stored water 
let out. The result is a depth of fourteen 
inches at St. Paul above what the flow 
would be if the reservoirs were not in opera- 
tion. 

From St. Louis to Cairo the government 
spends each year a million dollars in an at- 
tempt to maintain a depth of eight feet for 
navigation. The river has been pretty well 
established in a channel of that depth. It 
requires, however, a good deal of dredging 
that must be constantly done all along the 
stream at places where the current may not 


channel. At all the stations from St. Paul 
and Kansas City to the jetties at the mouth 
the dredges work constantly through the 
low-water season, 

So it appears that the control of the 
stream flow of this great river basin, taken 
in all aspects, is no mean task. It is the 
government’s most expensive task next to 
that of building the Panama Canal. It is a 
task that will remain with this- generation 
and be bequeathed to the next, but the 
details of which have been pretty well mas- 


tered.

Oldest Synagogue to Go. 
The forthcoming demolition of London's 


oldest West End synagogue, situated behind 
His Majesty’s Theater in St. Alban’s Place, 


Haymarket, marks an interesting stage in 
London Jewry. 
There are today in round figures a quar- 
ter of a million Jews in Great Britain, and 
of these 150,000 are resident in London. 


|The metropolitan synagogues included in 
the United Synagogue number sixteen, but 
of these few have a more curious record 
than that of the Western Synagogue. 

The synagogue owed its origin to Wolf 
Liepman of St. Petersburg and Baron de 
Symons, who lived in Bedford Row, and 
co-operated about the year 1768 in the 
establishment of a minyan, which met in 
the private house of Mr. Liepman for 
nearly thirty years. 

In 1793 a regular congregation was estab- 
lished—the first synagogue in the West 
End of London—and a house was hired for 
the purpose in Denmark's court. It was 
known as the Denmark Court or Westmin- 
ster Synagogue, and stood on the site of 
the old Exeter Hall, now covered by the 
Strand Palace Hotel. 

It was in 1826 that the congregation ac- 
quired the premises in St. Alban’s Place, 
and the present synagogue was built. The 
western synagogue was the only congrezga- 
tion under the jurisdiction of the ecclesias 
tical authorities which in the year 1841 re- 
fused to read the chief rabbi'’s proclama- 
tion against the then saewly-founded Bur- 
ton-street synagogue.

Reincarnation. 

T IS said that man has reached his pres- 
| «= position through a long and varied 

series of lives; that while his actions in 
one life produce his environment in the 
next, his thoughts in the one life are the 
chief factors in the evolution of his charac- 
ter for the next. 

I wish I could believe in reincarnation, 
I do, indeed. There is so much to do and 
so much to learn in this little span of exist- 
ence, that, even if I iive my 140 years— 
and then some—I fail to see how I am going 
to get it all accomplished. But whether I 
believe in it or not I suspect the belief will 
have nothing to do with my being reincar- 
nated. But what's the use if I don't know 
it? According to the philosophy I must 
have lived many “previous lives” already, 
although I have no recollection of it. My 

{idea would be to profit thereby. Would IT 
You bet your life! ['ve made many mis- 
takes, and I would make many more when 
I came back, but I wouldn't make the same 
ones.” The man who never makes mis- 
takes never makes anything.” 

Reincarnation is not a new idea except, 
comparatively speaking, to those of us of 
the western world. It was known and 
taught in the most ancient civilizations of 
which we know. It was the highest wis- 
dom of oldest Egypt. It was and is the re- 
ligion of Asia. It was taught by the great- 
est philosophers of greatest Greece. It is 
claimed that it is the keystone of the an- 
cient scriptures of the world and would 
have been in the Christian Bible of the pres- 

ent time had it not been eliminated by the 
Council of Constantinople in A. D. 551. 

A noted English clergyman has written 
a book to show that reincarnation was the 
great secret teaching of the early Christian 
religion. It is also claimed by those of the 
faith that Henry Ward Beecher and Phil- 
lips Brooks held to the belief in reincarna- 
tion; also that the conversation between 
Jesus and His disciples (Matthew xvi) 
shows the tendency to this belief when 
“Jesus asked His disciples, saying: ‘Who 
do men say the Son of Man is? And they 
said: ‘Some say John the Baptist, some 
say Elijah, and others Jeremiah, or one of 
the prophets.” 

This, by those of the faith, is considered 
conclusive proof of the belief then existing. 
It was, of course, apparent that a great soul 
had appeared among these people, and that 
His utterances proved His spiritual insight 
and great wisdom. 

The Theosophists and Christian Scientists 
are identical in their belief in the reincar- 
nation of Jesus the Christ. In fact, the 
whole structure of Christian Science rests 
on a foundation that was laid ere 
the dawn of the Christian era. Mrs. 
Eddy’s original philosophy—the very 
corner-stone of Christian Science—may be 
found in a translation of one of the Vedic 
poems from the Bhagavad Gita (chapter 2, 
verse 15,) being a part of the Brahminic 
mysticism. 

It is said by the reincarnationists that 
the failure to remember past lives has noth- 
ing to do with the fact that we have lived 
before. That the memory of a past life 
cannot exist in the present physical body 
for the very simple reason that this body 
did not exist at that time. It strikes me 
that this part of the argument is rather 
lame. It is further stated that most people 
are conscious only in the physical body; 
they can, therefore, know nothing of their 
own evolutionary history until they have 
evolved to the point where the physical 
body does not limit their waking conscious- 
ness. Then they can bring the memory of 
the soul itself into the physical brain, and 
thus only know of past lives. 

I do not think the memory of past events, 
even previous to the life you are now living, 
is sufficient proof of your pre-existence, but 
may be wholly due to encestral memory. 

The first step, according to the doctrine 
as taught, toward the recovery of the mem- 
ory of past lives, is to recognize the fact 
that there have been past lives and to give 
attention to spiritual thought and develop- 
ment. It is said that at a certain point in 
evolution people begin to recover memory 
of fragments of other lives, and that there 
are some who are sufficiently evolved to 


an

remember fully. Yet are there not events 
in our past lives that are much better for- 
gotten than remembered? 

It has often been said that: “Every birth 
is a miracle; every death is a tragedy.” Ia 
the former we look with joy upon the mys- 
terious babe, and ask ourselves—whence? 
In the latter we dumbly gaze upon the life 


less clay and, with aching hearts, ‘ask our-/ 


selves—whither? Yet according to the 
theory of the reincarnationist there is no 
mystery connected with either the coming 
or the going. 

The late Dr. Thomson Jay Hudson said: 
“I do not know anything about reincarna- 
tion. | know as much about it, however, 
as anyone else knows. I mean by this that 
no one can be said to know anything about 
the truth of any proposition that has not 
underlying it a substratum of demonstra- 
ble fact. The theory of reincarnation has 
no such. basis.” 

“The essence of this doctrine” (of the ne- 
cessity of many lives in order to learn the 
full lesson) “was very prettily put,” says 
Mr, Leadbeater in his “An Outline of The- 
osophy,” some years ago in the Century 
Magazine. This appeared May, 1894. 

“A boy went to school. He was very 
little.. All that he knew he had drawn in 
with his mother’s milk. His ieacher (who 
was God) placed him in the lowest class, 
and gave him these lessons to learn: Thou 
shalt not kill. Thou sbalt do no hurt to 
any living thing. Thou shalt not steal. 

“So the man did not kill, but he was 
cruel, and he stole. At the end of the day 
(when his beard was gray—when the night 
was come) his teacher (who was God) said: 
Thou hast learned not to kill. 
other lessons thou hast not learned. Come 
back tomorrow. 

“On the morrow he came back, a little 
boy. And his teacher (who was God) put 
him in a class a little higher and gave him 
these lessons to learn: Thou shalt do no 
hurt to any living thing. Thou shalt not 
steal. Thou shalt not cheat. | 

“So the man did no hurt to any living 
thing; but he stole and he cheated. And at 
the end of the day (when his beard was 
gray—when the night was come) his teacher 
(who was God) said: Thou hast learned to 
be merciful. But the other lessons thou 
hast not learned. Come back tomorrow. 

“Again, on the morrow he came back—a 
little boy.

In concluding this interesting presenta- 


tion of the subject, Berry Benson, the az- 


thor, says: “This is what I have read in 
the faces of men and women, in the dDook 
of the world, and in the scroll of the heav- 
ens, which is writ with stars.” 

Thus, it will be seen, according to this 
doctrine, if you are idle or inefficient in the 
school of life, you needs must take the same 
lesson over and over again until you shall 
have learned it well. 

How deeply rooted is this fdea of a pre- 
vious existence (and the working out of 
one’s karma) in the minds of those in the 
Orient, was illustrated a few days ago.

But I do be 
lieve—no, | may safely say that I know, 
from repeated experiment, that the condi- 
tions under which food is prepared and 
eaten are among the most potent factors in 
the benefit that shall be derived. This is, 
of course, exclusive of foods and liquids that 
were never meant to go into a human stom- 
ach. The smoldering enmities that may ex- 
ist in the heart of a family will poison the 
most delicious and healthful foods, create 
dyspepsia, send victims to the operating 
table with appendicitis, and wreck the nerv- 
ous system. 

Restaurant and hotel food is too often un- 
wholesome—not necessarily because of a 
poor quality of food, nor because there may 
not be a good cook in the kitchen; but be- 
cause the preparation of the food is so en- 
tirely impersonal. It ‘s prepared mechani- 
cally by an overheated, often a very tired 
chef, whose impulse may often be one of 
resentment toward the people he must 
serve. Similarly, the food from the hands 
of the serving man or maid, even in the pri- 
vate home, is not so wholesome as that pre- 
pared by the mistress, unless the servant 
has really become attached to the family. 
Love, good-will, cheerfulness are potent fac- 


tors in any food’s wholesomeness, not only | 


psychologically, but physically—be it re- 


membered. 


Fatalities From Chronic Dysentery. 


Observations made during the Civil War 
were that chronic dysentery very frequently 
terminated fatally in consequence of an 
acute diphtheritic dysentery supervening or 
the development of some intercurrent phlieg- 
masia. Sudden death was a not infrequent 
accident, and attracted considerable atten- 
tion during the war. Patients who, although 
laboring under a chronic flux, were not sup- 
posed to be in any immediate danger, who 
were perhaps walking about the hospital 
wards, regarded by the attending physicians 
as convalescents, occasionally fell to the 
ground and expired in a few minutes. In 
such cases death sometimes took place by 
syncope, the debilitated heart ceasing to 
beat; in other cases subarochnoid serous ef- 
fusion or pulmonary congestion was the im- 
mediate cause of the fatal issue, but in iso- 
lated instances it was produced by various 
other pathological conditions. Where the 
patients escaped these accidents death took 
place ultimately from asthenia, preceded by 
extreme emaciation, unless a favorable 
change occurred. Recovery was most fre- 
quent among patients sent out of the region 
in which they were taken sick to hospitals 
in the Northern States, and those discharged 
from the service or permitted to return 
home on furlough. Under these circum- 
stances convalescence sometimes set in 
after all hope had been abandoned. in any 
event it was usually slow; frequent relapses 
were prone to occur, sometimes even for 
years after, and disagreeable sequelae often 


ensued.

The Appendix Is Useful.. 


[New York Times:] Dr. Edmund Perrier, 
at the Academy of Sciences, Paris, has made 
public the discovery that the appendix ex- 
cited the activity of the intestines, and he 
says that it should not be removed except in 
cases of absolute necessity. 

After experimenting on animals, with their 
appendices removed as in human beings, Dr, 
Perrier discovered that the secretions of the 
gland had a strong effect on the intestinal 
muscles and makes a strong plea that the 
Academy should suggest to French surgeons 
that they cease from performing appendix 
operations for any but urgent reasons.

Eucalyptus Oil in Scarlet Fever. 

{New York Times:] During this last sum- 
mer the good results from the use of euca- 
lyptus oil in the treatment of scarlet fever, 
under the “Milne treatment,” was demon- 
strated at the Scottish town of Kiriemuir. 
In 1910 there were in Kiriemuir sixty-two 
cases of scarlet fever. At the beginning of 
the outbreak cases were sent to the hos- 
pital. After eighteen cases had thus been 
transferred to the hospital for the regular 
routine hospital care and trektment, it was 
decided to follow the Milne treatment, and 
the subsequent forty-four cases were so 
treated in their homes. These cases were, 
as far as possible, isolated. In some this 
was quite impossible and these were allowed 
to mingle with the other members of the 
family. The result was that in the’ forty- 
four cases treated at home there was not 
one instance in which the disease was con- 
tracted by other members of the family 


within the first fortnight after contact, and 


in only one case after this length of time. 
Whereas, from the eighteen cases returning 
from the hospital eight others contracted the 
disease, even though some of these cases 
had been treated in the hospital for. twelve 
weeks. 

In the neighboring berg, five miles distant 
from Kiriemuir, named Forfar, the epidemic 
has continued for the last two years with- 
out abatement, and it is now only after they 
have adopted the Milne treatment that they 
have had any appreciable diminution in the 
number of cases developing. In Kiriemutir, 
on the other hand, the spread of thie infec- 
tion was stopped within three months. 

The application of ofl, which is now used 
in Kiriemuir to anoint the body with, is a 
10 per cent. solution of carbolic in olive oil. 
This has been found to be quite as effica- 
cious as eucalyptus oil.
